"THE LEGISLATION AS TO COIN­ 
AGE FROM 
1786 TO 
1893. 


Mow That Janesville and Rock County 
are Deeply Interested In the Money 
Question 
The 
Various Changes 
Made in a Century are Of Much 
Interest. 


Now that many 
Janesville 
and 
Bock county people are discussing the 
money question pro and con the his­ 
tory of United States legislation in 
the matter of gold and silver currency 
from the first act of congress in 1786 
to the last in 1893 is of interest. 
In 1786 congress adopted the plan 
of a national coinage. 
Gold coinage. 
The eagle, $10, containing 261} grains 
o f fine gold; the half-eagle in propor­ 
tion. 
Silver coinage. 
The dollar contain­ 
ing 875 grains of pure silver, half 
dollar, dime and double dime in pro­ 
portion. 
In 1792 a code of laws was enacted 
under which, with slight amendments 
the coinage was executed for forty- 
tw o years. 
Gold coinage. 
The eagle to weigh 
270 and l l 12 grains, 22 carats fine; 
the 
half end quarter-eagle in the 
name proportion. 
Silver. 
The dollar of IOO cents to 
weigh 416 grains, half dollar, quarter 
and tenth in 6ame proportion. 
(It 
w ill be seen that under this act both 
gold and silver coins were increased 
In weight ) 
1834. 
The weight of the eagle was 
reduced to 258 grains, parts in propor­ 
tion. 
Silver unchanged. 
1837. The silver dollar was reduced 
$0 412} grains, parts in proportion. 
Gold unchanged. 
T he Change o f 1838. 
In 1838 an important change was 
made in the silver coinage. 
Pre-exist­ 
ing laws have made gold and silver 
coins, except the three-cent. piece, a 
legal tender for any amount. 
At the 
ratio of 16 to I our silver coinage was 
undervalued, and in accordance with 
the Gresham law, was either melted 
down or largely exported. 
To remedy this, the weight of the 
half dollar was reduced from 206 J 
grains to 192 grains, and the smaller 
coins in proportion, thus preventing 
their exportation. 
These were made 
* legal tender only for sums not ex­ 
ceeding $5. 
Another important change 
was 
made by this act; the mint ceased 
coining silver for individuals—that 16 
•topped the free coinage of silver— 
but purchased silver at the market 
price and made the coins for govern­ 
ment account. 
This is the same pol­ 
icy that was adopted in England in 
1819. 
In 1843 the Spanish pillar dollars 
and the dollars of Mexico, etc., of not 
less than .878 in fineness and 415 
grains in weight were made legal ten­ 
der at IOO cents each. 
And the five- 
franc pieces of France, .900 in fine 
ness and .384 grains in weight, at 93 
cents each, 
In 1873 the following la sr was en­ 
acted. 
The geld coins ah all be a gold 
dollar, which at the standard we'ght 
of 25.8 grains, .9 floe shall be the unit 
of value in the United States, other 
gold coins m the same ratio. 
T he Trade D o l’ar. 
The silver coins. 
The trade dollar, 
420 grains, the fractional silver coin­ 
age the same as in 1853. No provision 
was made for the coinage of the 412} 
grain silver dollar. 
The trade dollar 
was not intended for circulation in the 
United States, but for the purposes of 
trade with China and Japan. 
In 1878 we now come to the cele 
brated Bland bill, in which it was 
enacted that there shall be coined at 
the several mints of the United States 
silver dollars of the weight of 412} 
grains, which shall ba legal tender for 
• ll 
debts 
except 
when 
ex 
pressly 
stipulated 
in

tracts. 
Nor 
were 
they 
to 
be 
used in payment of gold certificates. 
It also provides for the purchase of a 
■urn not less than two million or more 
than four million of silver monthly, 
this to becomed, any gain or seignor­ 
age to be made 
into the treasury. 
The holder of this coin was authorized 
to deposit any sums not less than HO 
w ith the secretary of the treasury and 
recieve certificates, which shall be re­ 
lieved for taxes and all public dues. 
Tnis act also instructs the president 
to invite other nations to conference 
j.to adopt some common ratio between 
gold and silver. 
This act was vetoed 
by President Hsyes but was passed 
over his veto. 
T he A ct of 1894. 
The act of 1890 directs 
the sec­ 
retary of the treasury to purchase sil­ 
ver bullion to the amount of four mil­ 
lion five hundred thousand ounces, or 
4 ^ m uch as m sy be offered

the established policy of the United 
States to maintain the two metals on 
a parity with each other on the pres­ 
ent legal ratio, or such ratio as may 
be provided by law. 
In 1893 an act repealing so much of 
the act of 1890 as directs the secre­ 
tary of the treasury to purchase silver 
bullion.

Cease Using 
Water and They 
Swore—Then He Told Them They 
Could Use Some And the Steamer 
Captains Cursed—Clerks are Mad. 


That great and good soldier Genera 
Joseph Bodwell Doe, of Janesville, 
Wis.,is again in evidence and the air all 
along the Fox river is charged with 
blasphemy in consequence. 
Some time ago the steamboat men 
complained that the mill owners were 
using the water in the river too lav­ 
ishly and that navigation would soon 
be a thing of the past. Then the war 
department ordered the mill owners 
to shut down 
and 
they began to 
swear. 
Then 
protests reached 
Washington 
and trouble began to 
brew. 
Then Assistant Secretary of 
War 
Doe 
relented 
some­ 
what 
in 
compelling 
the 
the holding of the water until a navi­ 
gable stage of water had been secnred, 
for telegrams begun to pour in on 
him. 
Finally he telegraphed Senator 
Kennedy at Appleton, asking for a 
statement as to the number of persons 
out of employment on account of the 
shutting down of the mills, and re­ 
ceived an answer, saying that several 
thousand persons were out of work. 
This telegram caused Gen. Doe to 
wire the government engineers 
n 
charge of the Fox canal to permit the 
mill men at Appleton to draw one 
lalf the water they were formerly 
drawing from the canal and to run 
their 
mills 
to 
that 
effect. 
Whether 
this 
privilege 
will 
w extended 
to 
the 
other mill 
owners along the canal is net stated, 
but Gen. Doe. insists that the drawing 
of water from the canal so as to make 
lihe water level as low as it was when 
the order for the enforcement of the 
regulations was promulgated will not 
be permitted. 
The war department 
has received 
information that the 
water is rising 
gradually at the 
Menasha dam, and this fact coupled 
with the condition of the unemployed, 
induced Gen. Doe to seud an order 
permitting a use of half a supply of 
water. 
Now the Oshkosh steamboat and 
sawmill men are doing the swearing, 
and between the two the “ginral” is 
having quite a time of it. 
While you are speaking of General 
Doe,the following dispatch to the Chi­ 
cago Times-Berald from Washington 
may aho be of interest: 
“ Clerks in the engineer borean of 
the war department who left their 
desks yesterday to watch a circus pa­ 
rade were surprised today to discover 
that the time they were idle was de­ 
ducted from their annual two weeks’ 
leave. 
This is an example of the dis­ 
cipline in force in the war department. 
Tne clerks exonerate the army officers 
in charge from such a petty piece of 
work,aud lay it at the door of the civil 
administration of the office.”

MONDAY MORNING 


THE GYPSIES BREAK CAMP AND GO* 


CONFERENCE AT FIVE O'CLOCK 
THIS AFTERNOON.

were ready to go to work and ere anx­ 
ious to have the strike declared Joff.”

much reluctance. 
However, one em­ 
ploye remarked that he thought the 
best thing to do now was to return to 
work, even at tie old schedule of 
wages. 
•‘I think this will be the result of 
the conference this afternoon with 
Mr. Heller," said he. 
"The help now 
understand that the Castory company 
will not advance the wages as de­ 
manded, aa they have had this repeat­ 
ed to them several times.

Quite a little scrummage followed, and 
Sullivan's father and mother, who 
saw the whole affair, gathered up 
handfuls of stones and hastened to 
the assistance of their son. The crowd 
then dispersed, but there was consid- 
ei able excitement about the vicinity 
over the jangle, and the police were 
notified of the occurrence.
